, T ~f Avingbeeo, not long fince, employed in learching 
o after the PaJJage of the Vrine * in 
Animals, I made/or that purpofe,a Dog drink * whlit " fi" mtrt 
a good quantity of water,and thereuponcau- 
fed his Vreters to be well tyed about, and em- Num.ds-p ios^. 
ptied his bladder. After two hours I found 
the Bladder empty, and the Vreters were not tumid above 
the Ligature. Being furprifed thereat, I believed, ,that the 
caufe might be the too much cooling of the inward parts, that 
had all this while been expofed to the Air; the Scttion has 
ving been made Crofewife, afrerthe ordinary manner. To 
avoid this inconvenience, I thus reiterated the Experiment 
upon another Dog >• I cauled a fmall opening to be made on 
each fide, fufticient to find and to tye the Ureters, and to 
fqueefe the Urine out of the Bladder, by prefling it with ones 
hand. This done,1 made thefe Openings to be low’d-up again, 
and then having made the Dog drink good (lore of water, I 
left him for near three hours in the leaf!: violent pofturethat 
his Ligatures would permit* Afterwards having open’d 
both the holes, and the Bladder being prelied with the hand, 
there ilfued out of it a pretty quantity of Urine, and the U-- 
reters feemed to be a little fwelled above the Ligature. This 
Operation was made with great exattnefs^ but yet as it is 
of importance for difcovering the way of the Urine, I would 
have repeated it often, if 1 had not been obliged haftily to 
come away from the place where I then was. I 3m not now at 
leifiire to try it again , but I exhort you , Sir , to engage 
fbme of your belt Anatomifts, among other refearches to em¬ 
ploy themfelves in this Inquiry. 
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Monfieur Hauton maintains, that his diftill’d Sea-water 
(whereof 1 formerly wrote to you the proceffe) is altogether 
falubrious. He proveth it firfl from Experience , it having 
been given to Men and Beafts without any ill effect at all up¬ 
on them. Secondly , from Reafon, grounded on this, that that 
peculiar Earth, heretofore made mention of, being mixed 
with the diflilled Water, blunts the points of the Volatil Spi¬ 
rits of the Salt, and ferveth them for (heaths, if 1 may (b 
fpeak , taking away their force and maligne (harpnels, 8cc»

Of the abundance of Wood , found under ground in Lincoln¬ 
shire ^ communicated by a Friend y well acquainted with 
that Country. 

T Hat Fenny Trad,call’d the Jjle of Axholme, lying partin 
Lin coin-fire and part in Tori^-Jhire, and extending a con- 
fiderable way, hath anciently been a Woody Country, witnels 
the abundance of Oak, Firr, and other Trees, of late fre¬ 
quently found in the Moore'-, whereof fome Oak are five yards 
in compafs,and fixteen yards long} others fmaller and longer, 
with good quantities of Akorns near them, lying fomewhat 
above three foot in depth, and near their roots, which do (till 
jfhnd as rhey grew, wz, in firm Earth below the Moor. The 
Jjfrrs lye a foot or eighteen Inches deeper, more in number 
than Oak, and many of them thirty yards longs one of 
them being, not many years fince, taken up of thirty fix yards 
long beiides the top 3 lying alio near the root, which flood 
like wife as it grew,Having been burnt and not cut down,as the 
Oak had been alfb. The Number of thefe trees is reported by 
Mr* Dugdale , in his Book of Drayning the Fens in England 
(where you will find this whole narrative confirm’d) to be (b 
great, that the Inhabitants have, for divers years laflpaft, ta¬ 
ken up many Cart-loads in a year. 

As to the firfl time of the overflowing of this Woody level, 
no Account is given,that I know of,not by the Inquifitive and 
Learned Antiquary Mr. Dugdale himfelf. He only faith , that 
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
